| Hereas many hurtful and dangerous Errors have taken place 
among too many called Chriſtians, which are ſome of the 

Tares and evil Seeds that Satan bath ſown while Men have 

ſlept in the dark Night of Apoſtacy ; and that now ſome do think they 
are awakened and come to the Day, and in the Light of God*s Day ſee 
into the true Chriſtian Doctrine, and pretend to great Openings, and 
Diſcoveries, and Revelations; and yet ſome even of ſuch hold ſome 
falſe and unchriſtian Opinions 3 of which there are not a few concerning 
the Reſurrefizon of the Dead, altho the Teſtimony of the holy Scriptures 
is very full and clear againſt theſe dangerous and hurtful Opinions and 
Principles, imbraced by ſome as if they were true Chriſtian DoCtrines. 
Some alledging, That there ts no Reſurreftion of the Body at all ; or, That 
there 1s nothing of 'the Body that dieth, that riſeth agam. Others alledging, 
That the Reſurreition is paſt already ; and all the Reſurreftion they expebt, they 
have already attained, being -(as they pretend) riſen with Chriſt m all re- 
ſpefts. Others ſay, 7 hem vite or low Body is already changed, and made con- 
form to hss glorious Body? ' Others ſay, They receive all the Refurrettion thry 
do expett immedi ttcly after Death. © All which are dangerous and unchri- 
ſlian Principles, and are-direQly contrary 'to the holy Scriptures : for 
there were in Paul's crime" who'fald.j The-Reſurrettion was paſt already, and 
did ' overrhrow the Faith of fome,'' ſich # Fiymeneus Philetus, whoſe 


Words did eat 'as a Cankr, as he declared, 2 Tim. 2. 17, 18. And ſuch: 


who ſay, Their vile Body is changed, and mae conform to the glorions Body of 
Chriſt, contradict the Scripture, and ſpeak reproachfully,but ignorantly, 
againſt the Lord Jeſus Chriſt': for Paul uſeth theſe Words' by way of 
Prophecy, ava thing not then fulfilled, but a thing to be fulfilled at the 
R efarvettion'of the Dead 3 Phsl. 3.21. Who ſhall change owr vile (or low) 
Body, tizat is ay be faſhioned like nnro his gloviow Body, &c. He doth not 

| A 2 ſay, 
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Chriſt, but by way of Prophecy related it as a thing to come: for the 
waſhing and cleanſing of the Body from Sin, ts not that Change, bor it 
is necetiary to prepare unto it; for even after the Bodies of the Saints 
2re waſhed and cleanſed from Sin, they remain low, and weak, and mor- 
£2]. and corruptible, ſubject to Hunger, Cold, Heat, Diſeaſes and Death, 
and therefore are not made like ro his glorions Body until the Reſurre- 
jon of the Dead. And ſuch who ſay, Nothing of the Boay that aieth ri. 
ſeth again, do plainly contradict the Teſtimony of the holy Spirit record- 
ed in Scripture, and eſpecially 1 Cor. 15. 7,38. for according to the Ex- 
ample that the Wiſdom of God giveth of the Grain of Corn, whereby to 
open the Myſtery of the ReforreCtion, as the trne Body of the Sced in the 
Grain riſeth ; ſo that out of the o!d Body a new Budy doth ariſc, but 
the Husk or droſly Part riſes not ; even fo 1s the ReſurreQion of the Dead: : 
T kerefore the new ReſurreCtion-Body is raiſed out of the old Body, as 
the new Grain of Corn riſes out of the old : bur if the Body of the Grain 
of Corn did wholly periſh or come to Duſt, nothing could ariſe; which 
is a plain Example given is by the Wiſdom of God : and that which ri- 
{cs is the Mortal that puts on immorta}ity, and the Corruptible that puts 
on Incorruption, and is not raiſed Fleih and Blacd, ſuch as Men now 
have, bur yer a true Body ; for Fleſh and Blood cannot inherit the Kingdom 
of God, neuher doth Corruption mherit Incorruption : but the true Body of 
Man and Woman that ſball ariſe at the Reſurrection of the Dead, lieth 
hid within this viſible groſs appearance of Fleſh and Flood, even as the 
true Body of the Seed in the Grain of Corn lieth within the Rusk, or as 
the preciovs Gold lies within the coarſe Minerel or Mine until the pure 
and precious Metal be ſeparated from the Croſs. And becauſe this Se- 
paration is not immediately effeCted, but requires a Time after Death, 
and that even when the Separation is made, the Body remains, and is 
todged by- the Divine Providence, that gives to every thing its proper 
Place, as in a certain inviſible Grave or Sepulchre, that was myſteriouſ- 
ly figured by the Burial-place cafed achpelah, (that ſignifies a double 
or twofold Sepulchre) Ger. 23. which Abraham purchaſed from Ephron 
the Hutie (which word Fphrow ſignifies the Duit-eater) for four hun- 
dred pieces of Stlver : Fhe which as it is literally true, ſo is an Allego. 
Ty, and points at the Reſurrection of the Body out of the myſtical and 
invitible Machpelah or Sepilchre in Hebron (which ſignifies bordering) in 
the Land of J/rael, fhguratively and myſtically underſtood : and by four 
hundred pieces of Silver, as by ſo many Vertves f;gnified by Silver, this 
moſt excellent Burial place is purchaſed from Ephron: but he who hath 
not theſe Yertues, cannct have the Prizilcge to be burkd in this molt ex- 
cellegr 


Unhappineſs not to have an outward and viſible Sepulchre, which many 
of the dear Children of God have not had ;. but ſurely they have this 
other more excellent Burial in the myſtical Hebron, in the myſtical Land 
of Iſrael, where all the dead Bodies of the Saints ſhall be raiſed up, aid 
ſtand: with the Lamb. upon Mount Zor, to wit, not the literal Zion, 
but the myſtical. 

Now that the Bodies of the Saints are not raiſed vp immediately af- 
ter Death, or aiter the Spirit goeth out of the Body, (altho the Souls 
and Spirits of the Righteous, 2':.; of all the Faithful, both Men and Wo- 
men, who die in the Faith of r.;2 Lord Jefus Chriit,. do immediately go 
unto God and Chriſt ia Hearn, and enter into a very. great and large 
Enjoyment of the Heavenly Fc /<dneſ, after the bedHy Deceaſe) is clear 
from many expreſs Teſtimonics of the holy Scripture. For the decea- 
ſed Saints, tho their Souls and Spirits are alive with the Lord in Heaven, 
and do not ſleep, but are awake, and proiſe God continually ;. yet they 
are ſaid to be aſleep in reſpect of their Bodies, which are rather fallen 
aſleep than dead, and are ſaid to ſleep in Chriſt, to wit, under his Di- 
vine Care and ProteRion, until he awaken them. For which I ſhall cit 
theſe following Scriptures. 1 Kings 2. 10. So David ſlept with bis Fa- 
thers, and was buried in the City of David. Deut.39.16. Behold, thou ſha: 
fleep with thy Fathers, ſaid the Lord unto Moſes. 1 Cor. 15.26. Now i; 
Chriſt rifen from the dead, and become the firſt Fruns of. them that ſleep, viz, 
becauſe he roſe ſrom the dead the third day. 1 Thell. 4. 14. For if we 
believe that Jeſus died and roſe again, even fo them alſo which ſleep in 5eſua, 
will God bring with him : for this we ſay unto you by the Wordof the Lordyghar 
we which are alive, and remain unto the Commg of he Lord, ſhall not prevent 
thene which are aſleep ,, for the. Lord himſelf foall deſcend from Heaven mwith 
Shout, with the Voice.of the Arch: Angel. and with the Trump of God ». and 
the Dead in Chrifi fhall riſe firſ; All which Places plainly ſhory, thar tho 
the Saints, as-with reſpect to their. Souls, are raiſed up, and aſcended, 
and are with Gcd and Chriſt in Heaven, yet as to their Bodies they are. 
aſkep, and have not attained to the Reſurrection of the Bady : for if 
they had attained tn the bodily Refurreftion, Paul wonld not have writ 
of them by way of Prophecy, in the future, or time to come, ſaying, The 
Dead in Chriſt ſuall riſe firſt, to wit, at the Voice of the Arch-Angel,. 
and Trump of God. Now what this Trump or Trumpet is, both Pau! 
and Jebn declareth, and the Time about which it is to ſound. x Cor. 1 Fe 
52, In a moment, mn the twinkling of” an Eye, at the laſt Trimp ;, aud the: 
Dead jvall be raiſed Incorruptible, and we ſhall be changed. Rey 11.15.18. 
. Ana. 


the holy Scripture declares, Eccleſ. 6.3. For it is no ſuch Miſery or 
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Ana the ſevemh Angel ſounded, Owhich TeY STHe AR YYOWR _—_ 
And ver. 18. Thy Wrath is come, and the time of the Dead, that they ſhould 
be jadzed, and that thou ſhonlaſt give reward unto thy Servants the Prophets, 
and thy Sain:s, and them that fear thy Name, both ſmall and great. And 
becauſe Pax!, 1 Cer. 15. lays down the Reſurretion of Chriſt's Body 
from the de:9d, as the Ground why true Believers, which 2re bis Mem- 
bers, ſhall attain ro the Reſurrection of their Body, it manifeſtly ap- 
rears that they 2re to attain unto it at the end of the World, 'or at the 
tat Yrumpet, as above mentioned, (yet it may well be allowed, that 
ſame did attain to the ReſurreQion of the Body immediately after Chrilt's 
Reſurrection, according to Mar. 27. 52,53. And the Graves were opened, 
ard many bodxes of Saints wh:ch ſlept, aroſe, and came out of the Graves after 
bs Refurretion, | and went into the holy City, and appeared umomany:) And 
therefore the deceaſed Saints have not generally attained the Reſirrecti- 
on of the Dead, as touching the ReſarreCtion of the Body, bur do wait 
for it until the Sound of the laſt Trumpet. Nor did any of the'Saints 
attain the ReſurreCtion of the Body before Chriſt's Body roſe from the 
dead, becauſe he is expreſly called, The firſt-begotten from the Dead, and 
The firſt Fruits that go before the Harveſt : And therefore none did artain 
the bodily Reſurrection before him, neither Exech nor Elias; for'though 
they were taken vp, yet it is not ſaid they had attained the Reſurrecti- 
on of the Body, it only implieth ſome particufar Privilege, that they 
did not taſte of Death as other Men : and the like may be ſaid of ſes, 
whoſe Body was more pure and cxcellent than that of other Men 3 and 
therefore Afichbael! the Arch- Angel did comend with the Devil about the Bo- 
ay of Moſes, and would not let him touch it, as being more excellent :; 
and therefore it is ſaid, God buried bim, and 19 an knoweth of his Bnria!- 
alare to this day. 
* Moreover, it is very plain from Scripture, that the deceaſed Saints, 
who lived from the beginning of the World, altho their Sonls and Spi- 
1its did aſcend vato God end Chriſt in Heaven, yet waited for the Re- 
furreCtion ef the Body, and that more abundant Glory that ſhould fol- 
jow thereupon 3 for it is ſaid, Heb. 11.13, Theſe all died in Faith, net 
baving received the Promiſes, but having ſeen them afar off, and were per - 
ſwaded of them, and embraced them, &c. And ver. 39, 40. All theſe ba- 
ving obtained a good Report through Faith, received not the Proniſe, God ha- 
wing provided fomne better things for ms, that theywirbout us ſhould not be made 
perfett. Now what this Promiſe js, is clear from Yer. 35. And others 
were turtured, not accepting Deliverance, that they might obtain a benter Re- 
ſurre@jon ; which is the Reſurrefion of the Juſt, thar is better than the 
Reſarre:tion of the Unjul!t, :

ReſurrcCtion, to wit, the per- 


fect Vitory over Death, which is not- fully cbtained until the Mortal 


pit on Immortality, and the Corrnptible put on Incorruptien, - as it is 


written, So wher this Corruptible ſhall put on Ingorr aftion, and'this' Mortal 


ſhall have put on Immortality, then. ſhall, be. brought to pas the Saying that 5s 
written, Death is ſwallowed up in Victory : @:Death! where is thy Stang ? 
O Grave { where is thy Vittory? &c. Anda that very ficit Promiſe that 
God gave to Mankind after the Fall, did: relate ta this Victory over 
Death, Thet the Seed of the Woman (which is Chriſt Jeſus) ſhould bruiſe 
the' Head of the Serpent = for tho:the Head! of. the Serpent was. inwardly 
bruiſed, as in reſpect of the inward Redemption, Salyation and Delive- 
rance of. the Souls of all the Faithful in all Ages of the World, both be- 
fore and after Chriſt came in the Fleſh, yet until. they attain unto the 
Reſurrection of the Body, 'ithe Head of the Serpent is not in all reſpects 
bruiſed, becauſe the laſt Enemy that is to be deſtroyed is Death, who is 
not fully deſtroyed until the Bodies of the Saints be raiſcd from Death : 
for by Adam's Fall, Death both of Soul and Body came upan bim and his 
Polterity, ( as ts at large demonſtrated inianother Treatiſe of G. Ks) and by 
Chriſt's Death and Reſurrection, to al who ſincerely. belicve in him and 
obey him, that twofold /Death-is removed, the Death-of the Sonl,. thro 
Faith in him, and that inward quickning, and beivg raiſed with him, 
who ts the Reſtrreftion andthe Life, now-:in the marza4 Fate, bur the 
Death of the Body. at the Reſufrefion. of the Pragiuy{ilce +his rwofold 
Reſurreition. the one (of the Soul, the other ofthe Body, axpreſly men- 
tioned, Fohr 5. 25, 28.]J © © ! 41> aelÞ. 34+ nar 
And who fay, That ter Faithful immediately after;Neath., receive the Re- 
furretion of the Body, and all that ſulneſs of Glory: and Happweſs that they 
are to expect for ever As it dotht tend to overthrow-/a,principal Article 
of the Chriſtian Faith, rouchiag, the Keſurreftion: of the Dead, fo ic 
tendeth to oyerthrow that other great and principal Article of the Cbre- 
ftian Faith, touching the Great Day of Fudgment that is to be in the End 
of the World; called in:Scripture, {The laſt Day}, and [ Tregreas Day} 
and [That Day] by way of Diſtinction from other Days, and which is 
frequently: mentioned in Scripture; for even the fallen Angels bave not 
as yet received iaberr finatScntence, and full and abſolute Punjihment, but 
are reſerved-in Chains of Darkneſs unto the Ffwtdgnent of the great Day, 
Fade 6. compared with 2 Pet. 2.4. Ard Mat. 27, Many will ſay tome. 
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.. anſwer ; Avit was that in part, {9.1t was not only that, but all that 
Felicity and Happineſs that ſhould came. unto them: by the Coming of 


f Day, U LOYE," p . R 
2 Theſſ.1.7,$,9,10. When the Lord Feſus ſhall be revealed from Heaven, with 
bus mphty Angels, in flaming Fire, taking vengeance on them that know not 
-God, and obey t:0t the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt : who ſhall be puniſhed 
with everlaſting Deſtruliion from the Preſence of the Lord, and from the Glo- 
ry of bs Power © when he ſhall come to be glorified in bu Saints, and to be ad- 
*rmived in all them that believe (becauſe our Teſtimony among you was believed) 
1 That Day: Note well theſe words, [In That DayJ. Again, Ats 17. 
31, Beraiſe be bath appoimed a Day in the which he will judg the World in 
 Rigbteoſneſs by that MAN whom be bath ordained, having effer:d Faith 
(as the Greek and Margent of the Engliſh Bibles bath it) wato al Men, 12 
that he bath raiſed him from the Dead. And ver. 32. And when they heard 
of the Reſurreftion-of the Dead, ſome mocked, and athers ſad, We will hear 
thee again of this Matter.' And theſe were ſome Philoſophers of the Epr- 
evreans and the Sroicks, to which this Doctrine of the ReſurreCtion of 
the Body ſeemed ſtrange. And ſo great an Article and Doctrine 
of the Chriſtian Faith was this of the Reſurreftion, that Pal calleth ir, 
The Hope of the Promiſe made of God unto the Fatbers ;, as plainly appear- 
eth, comparing As 26. v. 6. with v. 8. Why ſhould it be thought a thing 
incredible with you that God ſhould raiſe the Dead? And ver. 22, 23. Wit- 
weſſing beth to ſmall and great, ſaying none other things than thoſe which 
the Prophets and Moſes did ſay ſhould come, that Chrift fhould ſuffer, and 
be the firſt that ſhould riſe from the Dead, &c. Note theſe word-, where 
It plainly appeareth, That none of the Saints deceaſed before Chriſt's 
Reſurrection, were raiſed from the Lead, although their Souls and Spi- 
rits did go unto God. For the ReſurreCftion of the Dead, as a general 
thing, is joirted 'with the great Day of Judgment, 'when the Son of MAN 
fhall come in the Glory of bus Father, accompanied with bis boly Angels, and 
fhall fit upon the Throne of his G lory ;, and before him ſhall be gathered all 
Nations, and be ſhall ſeparate them one ſrom another, as a Shepberd divideth 
bis Sheep from the Goats ;, and firſt appointeth the Reward of tbe Kingdom 
Cviz. in the full poſſeſſion of it) unto the Sheep, which i the firſt Reſurrefts- 
on ;, and then he paſſeth the Sentence of Condemnation to the everlaſting Fire, 
or Fireof Apes, wnto the Goats on the left hand, that us the Reſurrettion of 
tbe Vnjuſt. 

Bore al Men. both Good and Bad, receive 'their final Sentence im- 
mediately after Death, there is no occaſion for a Day of Judgment in 
the end of the World, for that is prevented by what cometh +to paſs 
both to-Good and Bad immediately after Death, according to this ab- 
ſurd Opinion. 


But 
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in both the Righteous and the Wicked. ſhall reccive-according to the ' 
Works done in the Body, Chriſt doth plainly elſewhere declare, as Mar: 
24. 36. But of that Day and Flour knoweth no Man, no not the Angels in 
Heaven, but my Father only, And Mark :.3. 32. But of that Day and Hour 
kzoneth no an, n9 not the Angels in Heaven, neither the Son, but the Fa- 
ther - Which is to be underſtood of Chriſt, the Son, -as Man, to whom 
then it was not known. The which Day and Hour cannot be the time 
immediately after Mens deceaſe ; tor though after Death there is a Judg- 
ment that foiloweth every one, according to Hev.9g.,-27. yet that is not 
the great and laſt Judgmenr, nor Univerſal, but Particular. And of this 
laſt Day, Chriſt faid. John 6. 40. And this the Will of him that ſent me, 
that every one which ſeeth the Son, and believeth on him, may have everlaſt= 
12g Life ; axd I will raiſe him up at the laſs Day. Note, He doth not ſay, 
| will raiſe him up in the Body immediately after Death ;, but in this /aſ# 
Day, to wit, i: the Ena of the World. Ard with a reſpect to this Marth 
made a good Confellion of her Faith, - touching the Reſucreftion of the 
Dead, ſaying, 1 know that be ſhall riſe agam in the Reſurretiion at the laſt 
Day. The which Chriſt doth not in the leaſt contradict, but opened a 
further Myſtery unto her. to wit, That he was the Reſurrettion and the Life: 

' be that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet ſhall he live , and whoſoever 
liveth and believeth in-me, ſhall never die. And becauſe he was the Reſur- 
rection, viz. the Author of it,therefore he could and would raife Lazarus: 
her Brother from the Dead at that time ; which yet was not the Reſur- 
rection in the laſt Day, for he-was but raiſcd at that time a mortal-Man, - 
to die again. And whereas he ſaid, He who believeth in me ſhall never die, 
containetha great and molt comfortable Myſtery, to wit, That neither - 
the Souls nor the Bodies of true Believers ſtriftly die ; their Souk-ſleep- 
not, but are awake 3 and-their Bodies, tho they ſleep, die not; their 
ſleep is not the fleep of Death, ſtrictly taken. And therefore Chriſt pro- 
ved againſt the Sadduces the Reſurrection of the Dead, from the Words: 
of God to Moſes, I amihe God of Abraham, Iſaac and-Jacob ; and Gods 
2208 the God of the Dead, but the God of the Living ;, and therefore nothing 
of Abrabam was ſtrictly dead or periſhed. neither his Soul, nor yet his 
trae Body 3 for even his Body did but ſleep, as when the Body of a Man 
fleepeth that is not dead ; for the Bodies only of ſuch die, (in the worſt - 
fenſe of the word Death) who die in final Unbelief and Impenitency ; 
on whom. Death. feeds, and whoſe Iniquities are upon their Bones, and whoſs 
Bodies are called, the Carkafſes of them that bave tranſpreſſed againſt the - 
Lord, whoſe Worm aieth not, and ther Fire goeth not out, %c, ſee for this 
Plal49.14. Exek.32.27, I[a.66.24., But as concerning the dead-Bodies 
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-of the Saints and trne Believers in Chri us, Opnened. Thy 
Dead, my dead Body ſlati ariſe, (fo the Hebrew hath it) for the Bodizs of 
the deceaſed Saints are the Body and Temple of Chriſt, and Members of 
him, and therefore cannot periſh : Awake and fig, ye that dwell in the 
Diſt. for thy I'ew # a1 the Pew if Fiirbs, ard the Eayth fall caſt oxt the 
Deaa, 'to vt, the Earth not vulgarly underſtood, [ja. 25. 10.) An! 
that Jeb had a. {irm and ffediaſt Beliet of the Reſurrection of his Bo + 
after Dcath, 1s clear {rom his words, viz. And thouoh 2/14 my Sun 
Werms deſtroy this Body, yet mn my Fleſh ſhall I fee God, &c. Fob 19. 25, 
Which is not to be uncerifood of the grofs corruptible Body of Fleſh, 
but of the Reſurrection Gody, that may be called Fleik in a more excel - 
lent ſenſe than that vulearly underitood > as Par! iaid, Ai Fleſh is ror 
tre ſame Fleſh, So the Fleſh that 1s morta!, groſs and corruptible. is not 
that Fl: that ſhall be raiſed vp immortal and incorrupiible ; tor rhc 
word [ Fleſh} is taken ſometimes in a very high ſenſe, where it is ſaic. 
Unleſs ye eat my Fleſh, &c. and All Fleſh (hall ſee the Salvation c/ God: 
and I will give them Hearts of Fleſh, &c. | 

And laſtly, That there isyet a Reſurreftion of the Dead to coine, of 
all ſuch generally who have died in the Faith, is clear from Rev.20.4,5,6, 
Ard they lived and reigned with Chriſt a thouſand Years ;, but the reſt of the 
Dead lived not again unril the thouſand Years were finiſhed: That 14 the fir(t 
Reſurreftion, Bleſſed and holy us he that hath part in the firſt Reſurrection. 
Where note well. that the Reſurrection of the Saints in the thouſand 
Years, is called the firſt Reſurreftion, &c. which every true Believer, who 
is inwardly riſen with Chriſt, as to his Soul and inward Man, is inte- 
reſted in, and hath a right unto, but 1s not poſſeſſed of until the Reſur- 
rection of the Dead : And therefore if any will call the inward riſing 
of the Soul from the Death of Sin, the firſt Reſurrection, yet it is not 
That firſt Reſurrection, mentioned Rev. 20.

Moreover, concerning tiie Nature and Manner of the Reſurrection of 
the Bodies of the Szints, how that this Body is not raiſed a mortal cor- 
7vptible Body of Fleſh and Bjood. but immortal and incorruptible. Paul 
doth plainly declare;and it is altogether ſafe in this and all other Matter 
of Faith, to hold to Sccipture words, r Cor. 15. from v. 44, tO FO. 

And here note, 1. That Paul doth not call him a Fool that did belicye 


either the Truth of the Reſurreftion of the Body, or the true manner of 


ir, but called him a Fool, that not believing the Truth of it, nor the rrnc 
Manner of it. and by arguing againſt it, did enquire, How are the Dead 
raiſed wp? And forthe Inſtruttion of this Fool, Paul ſendeth him to learn 
*he manner oi it from the ſowing and riſing of the Grain of Corn ; 214 
er:proveth ſuch at Corinth tharply, who did not belive the Relurreciion 
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ſaid he, ro Righteouſneſs. 1 ſpeak this to your ſhame. So that according 
to Pan's Doctrine, ſuch who have not the true Faith of the Refurretti- 
on of the Body, greatly fall ſhort of the Knawledg of God. 

Note, 2. Thar the Reſurreftion of the Dead, and Eternal Fudrment, 
bclonging to the firſt Principles of the Deftrine of Chriſt, according to 
Heb. 6. 1. as well a: Repentanceand 7 2h, ere neceliary to be knownand 
believed, in order to the perfecting. if not the b:rginoning, the Work of 
our Sancliſication and Salvation. 

Note, 3. That a5 the Bodies of the Saints, that ſhall be raited up at 
the Reſurrection of the Dead, {hail nor be raiſed Mortai and Corruptt- 
ble, but Immortal and Incorruptible, fo they {hall not need any Meats or 
Drinks, or other things that this Mortal and Corruptible World doth 
afford, nor the Eight and Influence of the Sun, Moon and Stars : And 
in the Reſurrection, they ſhall neither Marry, nor give in Marriage, bur 
be as the Angels of God, Aar.22, 30. And the Place of their Abode or 
Habitation. ſhall be that New Heaven and Earth mentioned by [ſazab, 
Chap. 65. 17. and Chap. 66. 22. and 2 Pet. 3. 13. which is not, as {ſome 
vieakly imagine, this vitible Heaven and Earth that waxeth Old, but 
thoſe which are far more excellent, and ſha'l not wax old, Rev. 2 1. 1. 
But yet it is clear from Scripture, T hat at the Commyg and Appearance of 
Chriſt without us, in his glorified Body, which all good and ſound Chriſt1- 
ans joyfully wait for, even that He ſhall come in the Clouds of Heaven, ac- 
companied with his Holy and Glorious Angels, that all the raiſed Saints ſhal! 
appear with him in their glorified Bodies, (fi2mied by the comme down 
of the New Jeruſalem from Heaven, Rev, 21. 2,3.) being madelike unto 
his Glorious Body, according to Fwude 14. And Ezoch alſo, the ſeventh 
from Adam, propheſied of theſe, ſaying, Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thouſand of h.s' Saints, to execute Judgment upon all, &. And whereas 
ſome ſay, the Greek beareth it in ten thouſands, | ſay, he both cometh 7 
them, and alſo I/ith them ; for the Greek word < doth frequently ſignify 
(10 the New Teſtament ) With or Among, as well as In; as is clear 
fr2m Matth, 20. 26.. Luke 1.28, Rom. 16. 7. 1 Cor. 2.6. where the 
-.cek Particle &v ſignifieth Among, and cannot be good ſenſe otherwiſe \ 
tranſlated. \ 

Note, 4. That the Belief of Chriſt's Being in Heaven nowin his glo- | 
711d Nature of Man, both of Soul and Body, hath ſuch a neceſſary con- 
"2xion with the Belief of his Coming and Appearance without us, to Y, 
juvg the Quick and the Dead, that theſe two ſtand or fall together ; and 
cvery one that b-lieveth the firſt, cannot but believe the latter ; for it 
v.ireſttanze to think, that Chriſt hath, ard for cyer ſhall have the glo- 
ritzc6 
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ried Nature of Man'in Heaven, and that the Sarht& Moula nor” Ter mite 
at the Day of Judgment. But as for ſuch as do not believe that Chrift bath 
any Being in the glorified Nature of Man now1n Heaven without them, 
they cannot believe that ever he will appear unto them,. or-any other ; 
and'it is nothing but giving way to carnal dark-Reafonings,and Wiſdom 
of the Fleſh. called by Paul, Vain Philoſophy, and Worldly Rudiments, thar 
hinder Mento believe the Truta ſo plainly declared in the Holy Scrin- 
ture. 

And, 5. From the like dark Imaginations doth proceed, that they 
believe no Heaven-nor Hell but within them, while they enquire Where

And laſtly, That there is yet a Reſurrcction of the Dead co come, of 
all ſuch generally who have died in the Faith, is clear from &Kev.20. 4,5,5, 
And they lived and reigned with Chriſt a thouſand Tears ,, but the reſt of the 
Dead lived not again until the thouſand Years were finiſhed: That ts the firjt 
Reſurreftiom. Bleſſed and holy 1 he that bath part in the firſt Reſurrection 
Where note well. that the Reſurrection of the Saints in the thouſind 
Years, is called the firſt Reſurreition, &c. which every true Bcliever, who 
is inwardly riſen with Chriſt, as to his Soul and inward Man, is inte- 
reſted in, and hath a right unto, but is not poſletled of until the Reſur- 
retion of the Dead : And thereforc if any will call the inward riſing 
of the Soul from the Death of Sin, the firſt ReturreCtion, yer it is nor 
That firſt Reſurrection, mentioned Rev. 20. 4, 5: 

Moreover, concerning tie Nature and Manner of the Reſurrection of 
the Bodies of the Saints, how that this Body 1s not raiſed a mortal cor- 
Tuptible Body of Fleſh and Blood, but immortal and incorruptible. Paul 
doth plainly declarezaad it is altogether ſafe in this 2nd all other Matters 
cf Faith, to hold to Sccipture words, 1 Cor. 15. fron v. 44, to 50. 

And here note, i. That Paul doth not call him a Fool] that did believe 
either the Truth of the Refurrection of the Body, or the true manner of 
it> but called him a Foo], that not believing the Truth of it, nor the true 
Manner of ir, and by arguing againſt it, did enquire, How are tre Dead 
raiſed uwp# And forthe InitraCtion of this Fool, Pat ſendety tim to learn 
the manner of it from the ſowing and riling of the Grain of Corn ; and 


te reproyeth ſuch at Corinth ſharply, who did not belive the Reſurrection 
of

believed, in order t6 the perfecting it. not the beginning, the Work of 
our Sanctification and Sali ation. 

Notc, 3. That as the Bodics of the Sriats, that ſhall be raiſed up at 
the Reſurrection of the Dead, iai: nrc be raifed Mortal and Corrupti- 
bic, but Iminortal and Incorru}tible, 1s they thall not need any Meats or 
Drinks, or other things that this Murial and Corruptible World doth 
1tore, nor the Fight and I[niluence of the Sun, Moon and Stars: And 
In the Reſurrection, they ſhall neither 3irry, nor give in Maritage, but 
be as the Angels of God, /1at.22. 30. And the Place of their Abode or 
Habi:ation ſhell be that New Heavy and Earth mentioned by 1ſazab, 
Chap. 65. 17. and Chap. 66. 22. and 2 Per. 3. 13. whichis not, as ſome 
weakly imagine, this vilible Heaven and Farth that waxeth Old, but 
thoſe which are far more cxcellent, and ſhail not wax old, Rev. 21, 1. 
Bnt yet 1t 18 ciezr from Scripture, That at the Commg and Appearance of 
Cbri/t without us, in his glorihed Body, which ail good and ſound Chrifti- 
ans joyfully wait fer, even that He ſhall come ;n the Clouds of Heaven, ac- 
cormpanied with hu Holy and Gloriow Angels, that all the raiſed Saints ſhall 
appear with him in their glorified Bodtes, (f{:2nihed by the commg down 
of the New Yferuſale'!: from Heaven, Rev, 21. 2,3.) being madelike unto 
his Glorious Body, according to Jude 14. And Emoch allo, the ſeventh 
from Adam, prophelicd of thele, ſaying, Behold, the Lord cometh with tew 
tbouſand of bs Saints, to execate Judgment pon all, &c, Ard whereas 
ſome ſay, the Greek beareth it in ten thouſands, | ſay, he both cometh In 
them, and alſo With them ; for the Greek wdtd &» doth frequently ſignify 
(in the New Teſtament ) With or Among, as well as In, as is clear 
from Marth, 20.26. Luke 1.28, Rom. 16. 7, 1 Cor. 2, 6. where the 
Greek Particle «© fgnifieth Among, and cannot be good ſenſe otherwiſe 
tranſlated, | 

Note, 4. That the Belief of Chriſt's Being in Heaven now in his oio- 
riticd Nature of Man, both of Soul and Body, hath ſuch a necellary con- 
nexton with the Belief of his Coming and Appearance without us, tG 
judg the Quick and the Dead, that theſe two ſtand or fall together ; and 
cyery one that bcheveth the firſt. cannot bat believe the jacter ; for it 
were range to think, that Chrift hath, -and for ever ſhall have the 21o-

ified Natureof Man 1n Heaven, and that the Saints ſhould not fee hint 
at the Yayo of Judzment. But as for ſuch as do not believe that Chrilt hath
